Were it not for music, we might 
in these days say the beautiful is 
dead. 
But only a few are musicians, 
the others have merely taken lessons. 
Good music can come from a person­ 
age only in whom the intellectual 
and emotional qualities are perfectly 
blended and it is a fatal mistake of 
parents to deprive th&ir children of 
a sound school education in the ef­ 
fort to force music into them, by 
giving them lessons for a long term 
of years. The untrained Intellect will 
produce foolish music, no m atter how 
many years of musical practice may 
have been spent and no m atter how 
much technical proficiency may have 
been acquired. 
These thoughts were suggested af­ 
ter the song recital given by George 
Hamlin, the distinguisehd American 
tenor, at the normal hall last eve­ 
ning. 
Mr. Hamlin is an artist of 
many excellent traits, predominating 
among which is the fine combination 
of the intellectual with the emotion­ 
al. 
Mr. Hamlin spoke a few words 
before starting the recital, saying 
that it was difficult to arrange a pro­ 
gram which might suit best a partic­ 
ular audience. 
His program last eve­ 
ning, when considered 
from

standpoint of absolute 
music, 
as 
could be offered by an artist of Mr. 
H am lin’s standing, was decidedly dis­ 
appointing. 
A program of seventeen
